free from tension *hen finally placed 


in-position. Fine catgut sutures were 
used throughout.

S far as the supply of salt goes 
it is 'estimated that there is 
enough available to last for- 


ever. Michigan alone, it is said, 
claims to be able to supply the whole 
world for 2000 years with all the salt 
It needs. But no matter how plenti- 
ful salt may be it has the disadvan- 
tage of being a poison, for no salt is 
wholly pure. Thus, if the poison in 
salt can be eliminated vast addition- 
al sources will be available. 


Scientists have come to the front 


and have tackled the problem sue- 
cessfully. 
By adding a solution of 


just the right amount of sulphate of 
soda, the barium or poison in <ie 
salt is changed to sulphate, and with 
it is removed the pink or brownish 
color due to iron salts. Thus is made 
available an unlimited supply of salt, 
which means more raw material for 
the chemical industries, because the 
barium-bearing salt is us;ed for salt- 
ing hides, for glazing pottery and for 
making ice.

The beat blood of our country Is 
springing from the market, the factory and th» 
field, to take up arms for the defense of our freedom 
and our country's honor: preparations are being 
hastened to put a great army into the field, and

WHAT THE TERM MEANS. 


v The term "billions of dollars" is a breeder of 
loose thought, for few, if any, can 'thoroughly un- 
derstand its meaning. No one of us has ever seen 
such a sum of money, nor have we seen anything 
representing .any such sum of money. No industry, 
no great public development, nothing that man has 
ever viewed wia. his eyes, represents as great a sum 
as five billion dollars. The drawing of a compari- 
son between five billion dollars and the specific ac- 
cumulations in America that we have always viewed 
as being so vast as to be beyond our comprehension 
is perhaps the only way that we can gain even a 
vague understanding of this huge sum. 


It may not mean much to say that It approxi- 


mates the deposits In savings banks of the United 
States, or that it is nearly ten times the debt of all 
the states in the Union, or that it is greater than 
the sum of all the money In circulation in the United 
States, but such comparisons must to a degree clarifyff 
our thought and give us some appreciation of the 
vastness of the sum. 


The graphic chart accompanying this article en- 


titled, "What ?5,000,000,000 Means," is worthy of 
study. 
While designed to show essentially a true 


comparison, it almost gives the impression of a rlp- 
sign upon the part of Us maker to magnify the 
sum, 
and so a second chart was attempted which 


might indicate "How Small is 55,000,0000,000." The 
chart was a failure. Compared with the luxuries of 
America, with the waste of America, with all those 
thine-s the moralist tells us we should do without, 
the sum is so large as to make one who considers 
such comparisons believe that we are not so 
profligate in our expenditures and our wastings 
after all. 


There is but one way in which the sum may oe 


shown to be small that is in a comparison with the 
accumulated debts of other nations of the world, and 


especially in viewing such debts in the light of the 
bre-adth of territory and the enormous population of 
our country as compared to such foreign countries. 
When it is realized that, excluding Russia with Its 
vast resources, our population is far more than 
double any of the allied countries, that our area is 
from ten to fifteen times the area of such countries, 
that our national wealth is estimated at more than 
one hundred billion dollars in excess of the greatest 
of any of the countries involved in th'e war, and 
that our wealth per capita exceeds that of an? 
^i.ill^cil iiatiuU, the tife'ut. oi uie Uinit-u oi^let., «veii 
after the increase of five bill;on dollars, seems small 
indeed. 


The increase of five billioa dollars to our national 


though one must bear in mind that by .far the 
larger part of these deposits are already invested 
by the banks of deposit in securities for which no 
market can be found beyond the confines of our 
own borders. 
Let us view the credit operation in 


its full simplicity, always appreciating the fact that 
such simplicity can never be attained, but that the 
cycle is that which by the development of our ma- 
chinery we shall always be striving for. 


An individual, may we call him Smith, has in » 


certain town a bank deposit of $1000. Smith usually 
thinks of that deposit as being represented by cash 
in his bank. As a.matter of fact, however, the bank 
holds against this deposit but $100 to-$200 of cash, 
the balance being invested by the bank In Income 


simplicity—a simplicity which obviously can never 
be fully attained, but which indeed can be so far 
approximated as to establish a practical solution. 
Such a cycle of credit, however, would provide for 
but one issue of securities, while it would seem to 
be clear that in times such as these there must be 
additional loans by the government in more or less 
rapid succession. 


The success of repetition of such loans is pos- 


sible then only as those to whom the credit passes 
on the books of the bank, those whom in our illus- 
tration we have designated as six manufacturers 
and fifty laborers, are willing upon call of their 
government to, in turn, transfer such credits back 
to the government by the purchase of bonds, thus 


Major General J. Franklin Bell, veteran of the 


Spanish-American war, late chief of staff of the 
United States army, commander-in-chief in the 
Philippines and on the Mexican border, has been 
given the command of the Department of the East. 
The Eastern Department, with headquarters at Gov- 
ernor's Island, New York, is of course the most im- 
portant military district in the United States, and 
General R~ood, by reason of his years of service as 
its commander, should be very familiar with it. 


General J. Franklin Bell has not attained distinc- 


tion through chance or official patronage; his rise 
to his present position Is due to years of preparation, 
'aithful work, and proved capacity. He was born in 
Shelbyville. Ky., In 1836; as he comes from a sturdy 
race of warriors—Scotch-Irish, English, and even 
Indian, being remotely descended from a famous 
chiff of the Potvhatans who was an uncle of Poca- 
hontas—his love and aptitude for military training 
was evident early in life. Alter completing the pre- 
paratory schools in his home town, he entered the 
United States Military Academy at West Point. Im- 
mediately on his graduation in the class of 187S he 
was commissioned second lieutenant of the Xinth 
Cavalry, and later first lieutenant. Being soon trans- 
ferred to the Seventh Regiment. Cusier's old com- 
mand, Lieutenant Bell participated m the severe 
conflicts of -the Indian campaign in the latter par: 
of 1S78. In IS83, he was commended for his cap- 
ture of a band of half-breed Cr<>e Indians near Fort 
Buford, South Dakota; when hi.s regiment fought the 
battl.e of Wounded Knee in 1S50. he was promoted 
to a first lleutentney for gallantry, and had many 
oth -r commendations for the fa.th.ful performance 
of nis duty during his further service on the plain0, 
•s-lii-h ended in 1894. 


General Wood, who was then &n as'Mant surgeon. 


saw some service on the plains, about the same time, 
as a medical and line officer with Captain Law ton's 
expedition and was awarded the Congressional Medal 
of Honor for his distinguished cor.duct in the cam- 
paign against the Apache Indian?. 


Jn 1SSI, Lieutenant Bell was in the Sioux Tam- 


paJgn around Pine Ridge, South Dakota; in the same 
year he was made adjutant of his regiment, and sec- 
retary of the Cavalry and Light Infantry School. 
This was probably the beginning of his interest ii 
military education for which he has done so much, 
especially during the time when he commanded the 
Army Schools at Fort Leavenworth. Xas. As aide 
to General J. W. Forsyth when, that off.c-.r u^s .-ta- 
tioned in California, Arizona and Washington from 
HS5 to 189S. Adjutant Bell greatly enriched his ex- 
perience. 


IX THE SPANISH-AMERICAN \\AIt. 


When the Spanish war began in the latter par. of 


April, 1898. Congress immediately took up the work 
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debt means in the "United States but $50 per capita, 
while increases since the beginning of the war ;n 
Great Britain amount to 5414 per capita, in France 
to $239 per capita, in Russia §57 per capita, in Ger- 
many 5203 per capita, in Austria $113 per capita, 
and in Italy $73 per capita, while our total debt after 
such increase compares with the total per capita 
debts of other countries with less than $60 in the 
United States, as against over $900 in the United 
Kingdom, $540 in France, $140 in Russia, $485 in 
Germany, $277 in Austria, and $225 in Italy. 


That we have a long-, long way to go in the crea- 


tion of debt to place ourselves in the class of other 
nations at war is graphically shown in the appended 
chart showing the relative size of national debts. 
Viewed from this angle, the creation of aijd the 
flotation of an issue of five billion dollars of bonds 


producing bonds or interest bearing evidences of 
indebtedness. Smith determines to purchase a $1,000 
government bond, or, in other words, to loan his 
credit to the United States government. By pur- 
chase of this bond—assuming that the government 
immediately redeposits Smith's check in the bank of 
issue, the result is merely a transfer of the credit 
of Smith on the books of the bank to the credit of 
the United States government, -with no passage of 
cash. 
With such credit to its account, the govern- 


ment purchases material and labor, thus gradually 
transferring its credit on the books to the credit of 
say a half dozen manufacturers and fifty laborers, to 
the end that, assuming that such manufacturers and 
laborers carry their accounts within the same bank, 
there need be no more than a temporary disturbance 
of cash. 


enabling the government to utilize such credit in 
the purchase of supplies and labor, passing on the 
credit in due course to the same or other manu- 
facturers and laborers, who will again be willing to 
transfer such credits to the government in a third 
and fourth operation. 


In actual practice our easy and simple cycle 


breaks in many places. Credits do not remain in 
the same bank, with the result that many dis- 
turbances and readjustments of the credit struc- 
ture must occur. There -•will be constant leakages, 
due to the fact that some of those to whom the 
credit -will pass will refuse to invest in government 
bonds, and. others will invest only a part of their 
credit. To Just the extent that such credits are 
withheld the investment fund is impaired and the 
cycle is broken. Theoretically, we have an inex- 


deposits of the banks and the ability of the banks 
to create credits, as in the foregoing illustration. 


It is the current earnings that must be looked 


to for subscriptions to new government financing. 
This new capital, always accruing from savings and 
profits, must flow into the government treasury 
and supply the government needs. 
Such current 


earnings are, "of course, not available in the full 
amount needed at the moment by the government, 
and these must to a large degree be anticipated 
by the use of bank credit, subject to all disturb- 
ances and risks which attend unusual resort to 
credit. Our industrial concerns, our banks and all 
institutions of the country must view with liberality 
the request for credit extension to those with whom 
they are in touch and who are minded to mort- 
gage their current savings and those in the near 
future by borrowing: thereon for the purpose of 
subscribing to government loans. 


IJOAXS AND CURRENT SAVINGS. 


To what extent must we look to providing loans 


on current savings? 
The, present net' potential 


savings of the United States amount to approxi- 
mately five billion dollars per annum—an amount 
approximately equal to the government loan now 
authorized. Not only, however, must this govern- 
ment loan be taken care of, but necessary building 
must continue, industry must not -be allowed to 
stagnate, and railroad construction must keep pace 
with the country's requirements in time of war. 


The average income of the American family rep- 


resented by consumable commodities, made avail- 
able in the form of food, clothing, housing and 
luxuries, approximates $1800 per annum, out oC 
which our 22,000.000 families are each saving ap- 
proximately $250 per annum. To make our strength 
as fully effective in this war, as elsewhere in the 
world, we must prepare to put at the disposal of 
our government three times the normal family sav- 
ings, which means that every family must prepare 
to invest one-third of its current income in govern- 
ment 
bonds.

*Thus it Is obvious that If we are to keep pace 


with the record that has been set for us by the 
other countries involved in the war every family 
must not only buy war bonds, but the country at

THEORY OF A CYCLE OF CREDITS. 


How is such a sum to be raised? When one con- 


siders that the money in circulation is but slightly 
in excess of five billion dollars and that the total 
gold stock in the United States is but three-fifths 
of the sum to be obtained, It at -once becomes appar- 
ent that the operation must be essentially one of ex- 
change of credits. Realization of the fact that in- 
dividual deposits in the banks of the United States 
are nearly five times the su mrequired, would on its 
face seem to simplify the credit operation, and here 
indeed is the true basis for the operation, even 


government gradually takes away from its popula- 
tion, including Smith, the six, manufacturers, and 
the fifty laborers, the credit which they have had 
upon the books of the bank, building- up for itself 
upon such books a credit which, in the course of 
time, must equal the original borrowing from Smith, 
and at such time, by payment of the government 
bond, the credit will be forthwith transferred again 
on the books of such bank to the original lender, 
Smith. 


NOT SO EAST IN" PRACTICE.

It has been pointed out that a large portion of 


the individual deposits in banks

States is already invested by them In bonds and 
interest-bearing evidences of indebtedness.

How then, it 
may be asked, can there safely be a.- further In- 
vestment In this country of so large a. sum, as five 
billion, dollars? The practical answer is that there 
can be no such Immediate investment except as 
the initial operation comes from the unemployed

Franklin Bell was among the first to answer the call 
to the colors; May 17, he was promoted to majpr 
and assigned to duty with the volunteer organiza- 
tions, and soon transferred to the Pacific Coast. 
Within a week after the declaration of war, Com- 
modore Dewey, with a loss of one man, had fought 
and won the short and decisive battle of Manila Bay, 
capturing also an outlying fort and arsenal. Quite 
naturally, he wished to hold the fort and capture 
the city; accordingly, he cabled his government that 
he could easily take Manila if he had troops to oc- 
cupy it.

clear breach of neutrality in landing at night sup- 
plies for the Spanish forces. This was but natural, 
as the German press was taking the lead in ridicul- 
ing and criticising the United States government for 
intervention on the behalf of Cuba, and there was 
every reason tt< believe that Germany desired the 
triumph of Spain while England openly favored the 
United States. 


PERSONAL BRAVERY. 


June 15, 1S9S. General Bell, with 4600 others, 


sailed from San Francisco m the third relief expe- 
dition bent to Commodore Dewey. and arrived July 
3^. 
With the troops •who had preceded them they 


occupied the captured forts, and two weeks later 
occupied the city of Manila within a few hours de- 
spite the spirited resistance of the garrison. 


During preparation for the attack. Major Bell per- 


!ormt~d an unusual act of personal bravery which 
bour.ti to him forever a host of admirers m the army 
who had hitherto been attracted by his frankness, 
g-enerous disposition, and strict adherence to his duty 
as an officer. 
When necessary information about 


the Spanish fortifications wai to be had in no. other 
way. Major Bell, as a volunteer, exchanged his urn- 
iurm ior a oaUiiug S.UH, swam out into the harbor, 
circling close in about the works in question, and 
learned the facts sought. Dewey's fleet had recei\ad 
no fire from the Spaniards sinre the battle of the bay 
when the commodore had threatened to shell the 
illy !f ho received a. shut, l>ut Majoi Ueii \eiitured 
far from the fleet, well into range of the shore bat- 
frJets; while not so cf-nernlly knov n 
'h:-- heroic 


de-ed ranks with that of Lieutenant liohson as among 
the most darinff and perilous exploits of the war. 


CONGRESSIONAL >rEDAL. 


After this tJtne Major Bell wat advanced rapidly. 


March 2. 1S99, he uas, promoted to captain, U. S. A.; 
five days later he was wounded In action at San Juan 


del Monte, Philippine islands. 
For gallantry in 


this and other minor engagements he was made ma- 
jor assistant adjutant general in April. July 5 he 
was appointed colonel of United States Volunteers, 
and in the same month organized the Thirty-sixth 
Infantry, U. S. V., in the Philippines. Two days be- 
fore, the United States Senate ratified the treaty with 
Spain and closed the Spanish-American war, the 
Filipinos revolted under Agruinaldo, the famous 
leader who had gathered his armies some time be- 
fore. 
Manila was first attacked, and the rebellion, 


spread throughout the islands, while strong Ameri- 
can garrisons were required to hold every town cap- 
tured. 
Colonel Bell participated in the. Luzon cam- 


paign during the time when the five-month season of 
rains made operations so hazardous and almost uni- 
formly unsuccessful. For his "most distinguished 
cr^lliTitry n^nf PO^TP T*T;7nr " hn wnc awarded tho 
Congressional Medal of Honor. Tho particular occa- 
sion leading to his recognition by Congress was a 
battle on September 9, when he personally led his 
men against the works of the enemy in the face of 
heavy fire. In further recognition of his Philippine 
services he was appointed brigadier general of volun- 
teers, December 5, 1S99. He was not at this time 
the youngest general in the United States Army 
as stated In the Xew York Times. 
General Wood, 


four years younger, had received the same promo- 
tion eight months earlier. 


COMJIANDER OP NORTHERN AND SOUTH- 


ERN DEPARTMENTS OF LUZON. P. I. 


General Bell coirmanded the Fourth Brigade, Sec- 


ond Division. Eighth Army Corps, and Third Dis- 
trict, Department of Northern. Luzon, from the time 
h" rerelv-Pri hi* rommi«ir.n until he was relieved in 
July, 1900, to be made provost marshal general of 
the city of Manila. He held the latter post until he 
wa= again promoted. 


In Febmarj, 1901. the regular army was reor- 


ganized with tlii> purpose of securing greater effi- 
ciency. General Bell i\as nominated and confirmed 
as lirlirndier sreneral of reculars. attninlnc that pro- 
motion over 5S4 captain?, 277 majors, 98 lieutenant 
colonels, and 77 colonels, according to one of the 
Xew York papers: General Wood received a sim- 
ilar commission a ;<sw days before. 


General Bell was then (r'.ven the command of the 


First District, Department of Northern Luzon; he 
administered the military affairs in his territory 
satisfactorily for ei?ht months; at the end of that 
time he was promoted to the more difficult post of 
•jomrnanrter of the Third Brigade, Department of 
Southern Luzon. This new territory was very large, 
including r.izal (Manila), province; all of Cavite, La- 
guna and Batangas provinces; the islands of Min- 
doro, Romblon, Marinduque, and several smaller 


ones. Before this time, insurgents had held all this 
territory; for, although Asuinaldo, the central will 
of the insurrection, had been captured and impris- 
oned, a number of minor leaders who acted for 
themselves prolonged the struggle. 
This was espe- 


"cially true In Southern Luzon where the high moun- 
tains, scattered ranges, 
impassable swamps, and 


dense undergrowth made field operations so difficult 
as to be Inexpedient, and gave the insurgents every 
advantage. 
They were armed with Mauser and 


Remington rifles, and always having the prudence 
to attack smaller forces than their own, were ene- 
mies of no mean power of resistance; as they levied 
tribute of money and supplies on the native towns, 
and eluded pursuit by disbanding, it looked as i" 
the rebellion might be prolonged foi several years 
at least. 


Geneial Eeil began his -work by closing the purls 


'of Batangaa and Laguna provinces, and ordering ull 
those subject to his jurisdiction to gather in the na- 
tive towns, which were garrisoned by soldiers, within 
a month. Whether the natives were alarmed by his 
warlike preparations or merely tired of fighting, no 
one can say; for some sufficient reason his instruc- 
tions were obeyed. His next move was to establish 
reconcentration camps—twenty in Batangas prov- 
ince, with Its population of 313,000, and twenty-five 
in Laguna, which had 177,000 inhabitants. In each 
camp General Bell placed with the officer in charge 
a doctor to supervise sanitary measures and the 
native hospital which was a feature of the govern- 
ment's care of its late, insurgents. Through agents 
of the Agricultural Department he taught the na- 
tives the use of American farming implements, and 
established experimental farms under direct anrl 
competent supervision. The Filipinos in this section 
had never been self-supporting, ^and their present 
economic independence is due largely to General 
Bell's efforts. 
That there might be no famine be- 


fore the crops were harvested, he imported rice and 
other supplies to tide thorn over the emergency and 
the further period of their economic education. The 
men not needed on the farms were siven employ- 
ment as stevedores in the ports, or as road workers, 
for one of the first reforms instituted by the new 
commander was the building of roads and the im- 
provement of old ones. 


The War Department ordered General Bell to 


proceed at his convenience to Fort Leavenworth, 
Ivan., to take command of and re-establish the army 
schools there, which, then as now, were sought by 
army leaders to perfect themselves m the art of 
war. General Bell had always been an earnest advo- 
cate and faithful worker for education in the army, 
and this order gave him an opportunity for service 
such as he had long desired. But his zeal »or better 


military education was now equaled by his interest, 
in the Filipinos, and he delayed long enough to do r 
all in his power to promote the future development 
of the islands before returning to the United States 
in 1903, never more to render further aid to his 
proteges, as he thought. 


The Army School at Fort Leavenworth was 


founded in 1SS1, by General William Tecumseh 
Sherman under orders from the general staff for an 
act "for the better preparation, of the mobile army 
for war." The early school was a mere kindergarten 
in theory compared to the present excellent system, 
perfected by General Bell, which is unique and the 
least known graduate school of war in the world. 
Before he became an advocate for greater efficiency 
in the army General Bell had learned that the most 
competent officer is he whose knowledge of theory 
niatches his actual experience, and his precepts were 
grounded on this truth. He added new features .it 
Fort Leavenworth, and established the Infantry, 
Cavalry, Signal and General Staff Colleges, In addi- 
tion to the small beginning made by General Sher- 
man more than twenty years before. White-haired 
veterans of many campaigns, and not beardless 
stripplings, now attend the new Army School, which 
is making the personnel of the army's commissioned 
force professional. General Bell reorganized the 
schools according to his mature ideas of military 
training, and they are now up to the standard oC 
those in European countries—even in militaristic 
Germany. 


In April, 1906, General Bell was named chief of 


staff, and, next to the President, who is always 
nominally commander-in-chief, was the true head 
of the United States army, in January, 1007, Gci- 
eral Bell was commissioned Major General, U. S. A.: 
a few months befor he had visited Kentucky and 
recehed the degree of Doctor of Laws from the State 
University. As chief of staff he directed the military 
affairs of the nation for four years, and, in 1910. 
asked President Taft to relieve him of the exacting 
duties of his responsible position. The President 
complied with his request and gave him another 
honorable post General Wood succeeded General 
Bell as chief of staff.

THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


In January, 1911. General Bell uas assigned to 


duty in the Philippines over the military establish- 
ment of which he had supreme command. Such aiv i 
appointment came as a suitable recognition of his 
prominent part in securing and retaining the islands 
as United States possessions. Having a thorough 
understanding of condition? because of his former 
>ears of activity there, General Bell was able to 
pursue his same policy of reconstruction, taking up 
the work where he had left it eight years before.

The first piece of statuary to be ac-

Vast amonts of bread, meat and 


edible fats are wasted in garbage t-nd 
tons of valuable feedstuff for animals 
are lost to the food supply of the 
nation by usual garbage reduction or 
disposal methods. 
One of the firbt 


results from the careful analysis of 
city garbage should be the passage 
of more rigid enforcement of garbage, 
collection ordinances, requiring that 
no glass, tin, wood, burnt matches, 
piper, string or inorganic trash bej 
mixed with the vegetable material, 
meat scraps or bones which can be 
used for feed- 


Tins dual collection of garbage and 


trash is being rigidly enforced by Ger- 
many m all cities of 40,000 people.. 
Garbage so collected from a popula- 
tion ot 17,000,000 people in Germany, 
although the German garbage pail 
always has been far leaner than the 
American one and is e-speciallv light j 
at this period, furnished briquettes 
rich m protein which vhen fed to 
dairy cattle produced 1.500.000 to 2,- 
000,000 quarts of milk daily. 


In most American cities, however, 


garbage is sent to reduction plants 
where all the fat and oil it contains 
is recovered for use in making soap 
or £ri eases.

I 


F a woman wants to have a full real- 
ization of what a sweet, delicious 
thing a nice bread flour is she must 
be able to make a splendid yeast 


bread with her own hands. It will be a 
bread that almost any man, woman or 
child will actually prefer to cake or 
candy. Such a bread can be made, but' 
only once in a blue moon do we find 
euch outside of a competent home. 


From wide observation I am almost 


convinced that only one part in a thou- 
sand, perhaps one part in ten thousand, 
of this delicious product of the wheat 
is so manipulated for breads that its 
most beautiful or exquisite Qualities are 
brought out. I sometimes go to middle 
grade eating places of the larger sorts 
where they have their own ovens and 
there manage to get nearly all the types 
of breads they have. It is rare to find 
half of these breads truly palatable, 
and that half is far short of excellent 


What a waste it is to make such 


breads! It would take several hundred 
careless households to waste as much 
as is wasted in these places every day, 
while the people who pay to be fed go 
miserably away, more miserable than 


• the most of them realize. 


We have in a sense been crying for 


bread. We may be destined to cry louder 
yet, though not one person in a hundred 
knows how much like the preciousness 
of pearls a bread may.be. 
This is the

because 
superlatively 


good flour often goes into the wretched 
stuffs sold for bread, and every lack of 
such breads represents waste.

Standard Bread Recipe. 


This is t^e recipe used at the Uni- 


versity of Ohicago under Miss Miller: 


" Three-fourths cup of liquid [water, 


milk, or other liquid), one teaspoon of 


salt, one tablespoon of sugar, on« table- 
spoon of fat, three cups ol flour, one- 
fourth cake of compressed yeast soft- 
ened in one-fourth cup lukewarm liquid. 
Heat the liquid to boiling. 
Put the 


salt, sugar, and fat into a bowl and 
pour the hot liquid over them. Allow 
the mixture to become lukewarm. Then 
add the softened yeast and one-half 
the flour. Beat thoroughly. AVork in 
the remaining flour in small portions, 
kneading with the hands when the 
dough is too stiff to stir. 


" The exact quantity of flour to be 


added cannot be definitely stated, as it 
<I^ peuus upou tiiu tiUuiity of tlia flour. 
Sometimes a little more, sometimes a 
Mttle less than the three cups of flour 
given in the recipe will be required. 
The dough should finally be of such a

hands or the bowl. If a larger quan- 
tity of bread is made it is more con- 
venient to knead the dough on a board.

will keep an even, slightly warm tem- 
perature [about SO to SO degrees F.J. 
Allow the dough to rise until a little 
more than double in bulk.

loaves, place in greased pans, and al- 
low to rise .again until a little more 
than, double in bulk. Then knead again 
until the gas is evenly 
distributed 


throughout the dough.

with the flnger makes a slight dent. A 
hard, dry crust should not be allowed 
to form over ihe top ot the loal while 
it is rising. This may be prevented by 
rubbing the surface with a little melted 
fat. 


" Bake for forty-five minutes to one 


hour in a moderate oven [39o to 100 de- 
grees F.]. It may be baked in a hot 
oven [410 to 430 degrees F.] if a pa.u 
of water is placed in the bottom of 'the 
oven to keep the air moist. 
In that 


case the bread need be baked only 
thirty to thirty-five 
minutes. 
This 


makes a loaf weighing about one pound. 


" When water is used as the liquid 


it contains 1.336 calories and 37.5 grams 
of protein. If one cup of milk is sub- 
stituted for the water, one loaf con- 
tains 3,506 calories and 45.5 grams of 
protein."

Salt delays rising somewhat, therefore 
it is not added at the sta.rt; sugai1 yjus. 
therefore a little is used to start tli« 
yeast 


lukewarm; put one-fourth yeast, cake 
to soak in two tablespoons of lukewarm 
water and a teaspoon o£ sugar. When 
the milk is right add tins to it and siir 
into the mixture one cup of flour. 


A small aluminum kettle which may 


be covered clo?e is a good thing to put 
this in. With this amount of yeast the 
sponge ought to be ready in from throe 
to four hours, according to temperatu.-f. 


Stir into it another cup of flour and, 


a little salt and a little more sugar, but 
remember that'fine flour does not want 
too much- doctoring. 
Rub flour over 


kneading board and drop this dough on 
to it. It will be sticky, but with careful 
management, light lifting with floury 
hands, and folding over outside edges 
into ccnttr with tips of fingers, it can 
be easily manipulated. 


About a cup of flour may be kneadcrt 


into it befaru it has the elastic quality, 
at which point it lias entirely lost its 
stickiness. 
Time of kneading depends 


en skill and practice and your own par- 
ticular rate of working at anything. 


When at elastic stage drop into but- 


tered bowl and rub the surface over witli 
butter. Kot one little pin point of hard 
crust should be allowed to form or your 
bread will be of uneven texture. Cover 
and let stand till it doubles, which will 
usually be between one and two hours. 


For rolls put it on bread board and 


roll out if you can till it is one-third of 
an inch thick. Cut instrips about as wide 
as your hand is long for large crescents 
and half that for small cuies. Cut into 
oblongs and then cut these across diag- 
onally into thin triangles. Fold or ro',1 
these over from the long side and twist 
a little, then place in pan in form of 
crescent. Wot or hrush with cold water 
and let stand half an hour before bak- 
ing for ten minutes in a. hot oven, or one 
tha.1 Yv ill bake tiiuui in thai. time. 


When first taken from the oven t'tie 


crust will be deliciously brown and 
crisp. This dough may be made up into 
qua.rter pound or half pound loaves and 
baked quickly with the surface buttered 
instead of wet. If you do the crescents 
clumsily perhaps you can realize that 
you have been clumsy in other matters.

The local chapter of the American Red Cross is 


receiving about §1000 a month from one of the world's 
most celebrated hotels without anyone feeling the 
"touch" to a considerable extent. The St. Francis has 
dedicated one night each week of its after-dinner 
dansants to this necessary war auxiliary, and is per- 
haps the only example in the country of a hotel charg- 
ing guests admission to a dining room. Monday night 
has long been the favorite one for society to patronize 
the dinner dnuces at the St. Francis. Each patron on 
this night must now purchase a 50-cent Red Cross 
ticket, which is dropped into a Red Cross box at the 
entrance to the dining room. The next morning a 
member of the Red Cross comes around, counts the 
tickets and receives the total amount thereof from 
the hotel cashier.

It ha* been found thnt the patronage of 
the dansants has not decreased perceptibly and the 
small charge helps-to make the Monday night parties 
a trifle more exclusive. It suffices to keep out many 
of the, merely curious who were in the habit of drop- 
ping in to look on. The Monday evening crowd lu's 
taken kindly to the arrangement and promises to 
make (hi-- (he most popular evening of the week. The 
patrons are largely .composed of the "first nighters" 
of the theaters and they enjoy the condensation of 
doing their bit for a worthy cause amid the pleasures 
of the show and tho dance.

Apropos of the lack of unity of 


treatment between the existing build- 
ings in the San Francisco Civic Center 
find the proposed new Slate building 
to be erected, and all the other unac- 
countable misfits thai somehow or 
other arc thrust upon a defenseless 
public,-the Art World has this to say:

and builders of e''°At public and other 
structures are noted by Charles clc 
Kay in the Juno Art World who cites 
as examples tho Public Library, the 
Post Office at the Pennsylvania rail- 
way station and tho Eciultablo building 
in New Yofk 
In "On Halls that Need 


Color" lie Snvositgalos Iho reason for 
the chill that overtakes one on enter- 
ing such buildings. 


"In the Kquitablc does not some- 


thing tell you that, as a human being, 
you have no right to bo there! 
Why? 


Not merely borcutso you arc an ugly, 
foolishly garbed biped, but because 
you have no ground under -your foot, 
you liave nothing about you which 
might through fancy give the feeling 
of hills and woodlands, because you 
have nothing about you which stands 
for tho sky! 
Tho architect lias jgiit 


you in a glittering white tunnel, per- 
.fectly plain &s- to ita walls, exactly 
even as to its horizontal lines and 
pitiful In its cold uniformity of whits 
marble." Think of the millions spent 
upon this building and wonder, if yoh 
will, how human beluga equipped with 
• (he finest materials can make this 
thoroughfare so obnoxious to men 
/hungry lor natural lines and thirsty 
for color! 


"Perhaps those mistakes arc made, 


because people are brought up to InV- 


„ ag-lne that they can escape from the 


rules which govern the world.

must have solid ground under our feet 
and thai ground more dark than light 
—or we arc unhappy. Wo must have 
sonic relief of texture and color for 
our horizons; wo must have tho gray 
or blue sky above us; and we cannot 
be enclosed .In rigid, smooth surfaces,

"One of the edifices in New York 


' of which the citizens have reason to 


bo proud is tho Public Library. 
Sup- 


pose we pass up the broad steps, be- 
tween tho lounging lions and, passing 
tho Corinthian columns, lot us. find 
ourselves in the grand entrance hall. 
It is of noble proportions and worthy 
o flhc splendid emplacement and of 
the facade that rolls it length from 
Fortieth to Forty-second street.

And the Human Brain

Wunderkinds in fiction may possess

tinguishing between A-flat and G-shd-rp 
but in the psychological clinic thcro 
is no illusion about the process of; 
tone-recognition 
nnd the determina- 


tion of pitch. On this subject the Lon- 
don Musical News has this to say: 


"Let it be stated bore that there is 


no such thing as an innate sense ot 
pitch nny more than there Is an In- 
nate scu.se of slue or weight. 
Kvcry 


sound 
hoard is 
transmitted 
to the 


brain and its pitch recorded by an im- 
pression, which gradually fades away. 
So long as this impression remains 
sufficiently vivid it can be revived at 
will, that is, the per.son will be able 
lo sing Ihe note. 
When the impres- 


sion has faded loo far to be revived 
directly by the will Ihe person will 
still be able to recognize the note if 
sounded, that is, the impression will 
be revived by outside aid. 


"Finally the impression of the sound 


will, if not revived continually, fade 
until it is incapable of being revived, 
at fill. 
This Is the normal condition. 


"If there is abnormal sensitiveness, 


then the impression Is so deeply re- 
corded thai it remains vivid for a 
much longer period, and by being re- 
peatedly 
revived it becomes practi- 


cally parmano.nl. 
When these sound- 


impressions have been classified and 
named as a result of musical training, 
there is no difficulty In reviving any 
one of them at will, nnd the person is 
endowed with absolute pilch. 


"Il will be seen that absolute i^tch 


is a bad name with which lo dc.scrlbo 
this abnormal 
condition, as it has 


nothing- 
to 
do 
with concert pitch, 


lereiieh pilch, or any other arbitrary 
standard, 
It Is merely a very accu- 


rate memory for sounds. 


"Ho also it is a groat mistake to 


suppose that all who have absolute 
piluh are on the 'same level. 
There 


is a l i m i t lo (he brain sensllivcncss In 
any individual, and this limit varies 
greatly. 
3f it Is equal in recording 


twelve divisions In the octavo lhal will 
be sufficient for absolute pitch; but 
thqrc are cases whore the brain is 
equal to recording mnny more di- 
visions than twelve. 


"It Is evident that as absolute pitch 


depends on the sensitiveness oC a cer- 
tain portion of the brain, it cannot bo 
obtained by means of training any 
more than 'a ijian can add a cubit lo 
his 
stature. 
There 
is, however, a 


pseudo-absolute pitch very frequently 
mot with among musicians which is 
duo to training, nnd consists in tho 
remembrance of the pitch of ono par- 
ticular sound from which others aro 
calculated. 
This one sound may bo 


the sound moat - frequently used, for 
example, tho A by airing players, and 
being constnnlly revived, the impres- 
sion may remain vivid from day to 
day, but would fall If left for a con- 
siderable period. 


"Another way Of remembering one 


or more sounds Is by tho sense of 
muscular effort of the vocal organs. In 
abnormal cases this would be a sort 
of 'absolute pitch1 applied through tho 
sense of feeling. 


"The abnormal sin IP IK not neces- 


sarily associated with the other abili- 
ties requisite for tho making oC a 
musician, and It Is quite possible for 
H lo exist in a person and never bo 
discovered; so Hint it Is no.ilnor «n 
absolute necessity to a musician, HOI- 
IK the possessor of It certain to be a 
king amongst musicians."

June 16.—Pretty-17- 
year-old Ruth Cruger, missing for four 
months, will not go down in police 
annals as one of the 5000 persons 
who disappear from the streets of 
New York every year and are never 
lier.rCi of Jgain. 
Thanks to her own sex, who clung 
to the search after parents, friends 
and police had given up all hope of 
ever discovering trace ot her, she was 
found here late today—but dead. Her 
body was buried ten feet below the 
concrete flooring of the dingy base- 
ment bicycle repair shop of Alfred 
Cocchi, into which she walked on the 
afternoon of Tuesday, February 13, to 
have ^her skates 
sharpened, little 
suspecting that she would never come 
out alive. 
Thus was cleared up one of the 
deepest and most baffling disappear- 
ance mysteries, in all the thousands 
of such mysteries in the records of the 
New York police. 
Calmly engaged in his workaday 
task of tinkering bicycles, some placo 
in far away Italy, today is Alfred 
Cocchi, the undersized little Castillian 
whose fiedish ingenuity at conceal- 
ment, the police" believe, was only 
exceeded by what they are sure is his 
crime. Details of the grewsome find 
of two overalled laborers, digging 
beneath the cellar floor of the bicycle 
shop under the direction of Mrs. 
Grace Humiston, the woman lawyer 
who refused to give up the search, 
beg-gars the fabled butchery Blue- 
beard is said to -have visited upon his 
victims.

Clad as she was the moment she 
entered the shop, in.her winter coat, 
school frock, tan shoes and stockings, 
tan gloves and brown .velvet turban, 
the little girl's body was unearthed. 


EVIDENCES; OF CRIME. -

to~the shoulder 'and torn aside; th« 
jaggeiU.toAls icrup&jgd in her skull and 
the rope which bound the child's 
arms tight to her side, bore mute 
e\idence to the tragic fate she suf- 
fered. 


The body lay In the vault prepared 
for it by the murderer. 
Shrouding 
the once fresh pretty face \was a 
heavy towel which completely envel- 
oped the head and which, as it.was 
unwrapped, disclosed the chic browu 
turban. Dangling from the once neat 
shirtwaist was .the little gold watch 
Ruth Cruger's father gave her. 
With the body lay a blood-stained 
suit of motorcycle togs and around 
it had been packed rags and bits or 
clothing and refuse of every descrip- 
tion. 


To within four feet of the concrete 
flooring above, the body was weighted 
down with a mixture of earth, ashes 
and debris. 


The 
block 
of 
cement flooring 
hacked out between two heavy chests 
at the back and to one side of the 
cellar, to give the murderer a chance 
to bury his victim deep, had been 
skillfully relaid and the chests rolled 
into place, with the dirt and debris 
at each end of them, carefully un- 
disturbed- 


Mrs. Cocchi, wife of the bicycle 
shop proprietor, who has persistently 
sneered at the diggers, and in ad- 
dition to Insisting they would not find 
anything for their trouble, _ turnea 
them out two days ago and "refused 
to let them enter the premises again, 
and had sold the shop and started 
away just a few moments before the 
body was found. She is detained by 
the police. 


Little believing that any trace of 
his daughter would be found, Henry 
D. Cruger, father of the girl, re<- 
mained at home with Mrs. Cruger 
while Mrs. Humiston directed the 
search. 


On being told by Mrs. Humisten 
othat th« girl's ^ody had teen dug iip! 
in Cocchi's cellar, the father, stiii 
skeptical, 
hurried 
to the squalid 
neighborhood of the repair shop, a 
few blocks across town from upper 
Riverside drive. 
FATHER SUMMONED. 


Police opened the way for Cruger 
to enter the shop on his arrival. The 
crowd stepped back, but the man, he 
stopped. 
"I do not want to <jo in," he said. 
"Send some one to tell about it" 
He 
stood in the street, staring at the 
garish red sign on the glass basement 
window. 


Police Inspector Gray came out 
from beside the body lying on the 
cellar floor and described it in detail 


j to Cruger, who made no sign until 
I the inspector mentioned the character 


I of the clothing, the watch and 
the 
Wadleigh High School ring found on 
the left little finger. 
"Oh. My God. that's my daughter!" 
he exclaimed as thp inspector •'tonpod. 
He started forward, reeled and would 
have collapsed had not the inspector 
caught him. 


After he recovered he would not 
look at the body and was taken home, 
where the girl's mother waited. 
Singularly enough, John Spitle, the 


man who saw Cocchi coming out of

SENTENCES GIVEN. 
Elder. Deeble and Derby were sen- 


tenced by United States District Judge 
Benjamin F. Bledsoe to. San Quentin 
prison, and in addition were fined 
S5000 each. Elder's term of imprison- 
ment was fixed at fifteen months ana 
Deeble's and 
Derby's at 
thirteen 
months. 


In presenting its case, the govern- 
ment sought to show that the de- 
fendants sent through the mails ad- 
verisements, letters 
and statements 


grosslv misrepresenting the financial

told of his rise in the financial world 
almost magic in its swiftness. Ac- 
cording- to his story, the Log Angeles 
Investment Company had its gen-

^•theater where he was employed as a 
musician. 
Derby and Deeble were 
members of the same orchestra. To 
them and others Elder suggested, ho 
said, that they pool their small sav-

They made their

This Big Oak Flat road is in the best 
condition that it has ever been, ac- 
cording- to H. C. PIllKbtiry. the official 
Yosemite photographer, who drove his 
Studebaker Six over the road yester- 
day, making the first trip by auto of 
the 1917 season over this scenic high- 
way. Pillsbury made the trip over the 
Big Oak Flat .road in remarkably fast 
time, and stated yesterday that the 
road was in better shape than ever 
before and promises to be a favorite 
route with the motoring traveling pub- 
lice, due to the fact that the heavy 
teaming that cut this road up so badly 
last year •will not be noticed 
this 


season as the construction work in the 
Hetch-Hetchy Valley is progressing to 
such an extent that no heavy teaming 
will lie necessary this year. 


The Coulterville road will also be 


opened to auto travel within a short 
time. The roads into Oregon are in 
good shape both by the Pacific high- 
way and also over the coast road 
through Eureka and Grants Pass. The 
Beckwith Pass over the Feather river 
route to Reno Is expected to be open 
for comfortable travel during the 
coming week.

vacation." says Willie Ritchie, for- 
mer light-weight 
champion of

•world. Ritchie has rougiied it a lot. 
and his story of ike San Francisco Ad 
Club's tour 10 St. Louis is Interesting. 
He made the trip in Chairman Jameo 
Houlihan's six-cylinder Buick touring 
car. 


In describing the 
trip, 
Ritchie 
eays: "It -was a gay party about fifty 
Etrontr that leat the San Francisci. 
city hali at S o'clock Sunday morn- 
lag; M«y 20. in fourteen automobiles, 
The w£atner was ideal and everyone

Louis. It was a far different sight 
•when 
the 
tour drove up to the 
Planters hotel in St. Louis, Sunday 
evening. June 3. Of the original four- 
teen cars to start but three remained, 
and they were coierec with the mud 
and elush-of «even states. Tne out- 
ward appearance of both passengers 
aneTcars showed the hard grind they 
had all been thr ough, but a. bath anu 
clean clothes for the Ad Clubbers, 
•and a wash and polish for tlie auto- 
mobiles -was all that was necessary to 
put the portion of the caravan that 
was able to, finish back Into the con- 
dition they were In at the start of 
the tour. 


"Sunshine was encountered by the 
plucky Ad Clubbers on the first and 
last days, with an extra day of fair 
weather thrown In by the elements 
on June 1. This latter date was 
taken advantage of by the weather- 
beaten travelers to the extent of 265 
ffifles, the longest day's run they were 
enabled to make. 


"Storms 
of

description 
greeted the motorists with rapid suc- 
cession on the journey. 
Beginning 
with the 
second 
afternoon 
heavy 
rains commenced. These 
in 
turn 
were followed bv hailstorms more 
rain, a snowstorm which dei eloped 
into a. real blizzard, then in easteru 
Colorado another hailstorm, with hail 
falling the size of an olive. A cyclone 
and finally a real Kansas tornado 
rounded out a. program that should 
have discouraged any hardy band of 
men. 


"Determined, however, to reach the 
St. Louis advertising convention on 
time, the publicity men day after day 
stuck to the grind, driving from fif- 
teen to twenty-one hours a day. News 
of their difficulties 
reached cities 
ahead of the mud-pluggers long be- 
fore control points would be checked 
oft and the receptions extended wro 
proportionately more cordiaL Town 
after town marveled at the persist- 
ency possessed by the San Fran- 
ciscans and a frequent remark heard 
was "Isn't that just like San Fran.

Tucked away in the hills nine miles 


southeast: at Sunol and eleven miles east 
of jMilpltas a new lake has come into 
being within the past year, a beautiful 
body of water that vrill soon become the 
objective point of thousands of motorists 
every Sunday and holiday in search of 
pleasure, recreation and scenic touring. 


Calaveras lake is the name of this new 


body 
of •water. 
Already 
it has 
ap- 


proached such proportions that it has 
bevpnie an object of great interest and 
£tj!piction to the comparatively, few who 
have knowledge of it as against -the 
numbers it will attract in future years. 
At-the present time it is almost three 
miles in length and a mile mide. 
And 


C^averas valley, through the creation, of 
thjTlake, has nearly be«n obliterated. 


As the lake has gradually taken form 


during the past year the old road that 
fringed the west side of the valley has 
been completely submerged and a like 
fate has wiped out all but one of the 
old roads that crossed the valley. The 
one remaining old road, too, will soon 
pass into history.

NEW ROADS. 


As the old roads 
gave way to the 


rising waters of the lake new roads have 
ibeen built and the roads which link up 
the new ones are immeasurably better 
than they ever- were before. The tem- 
porary road which now skirts the lake is 
dusty and somewhat choppy In 'places, 
requiring 
moderately 
careful 
driving. 


But the approaches both from the Sunol 
aim AViiipiLaa fames ui c feuuu. ^AutuiusLa 
may drive their machines 
over these 


approaches with considerable 
pleasure 


and comfort and then over the temporary 
fbad on the west s'.fle of the Inkc. This 
trip at the present time is one of the 
most Interesting and scenic drives which 
the transbay region has to offer. 


Calaveras 
lake 
has 
been 
created 


through the constmctidn of the largest 
earth dam In the world. Learning of the 
nature of the work that was going on 
there the Magnetic Motor Car Company, 
the Northern California distributing- or- 
ganization of the Auburn light six and 
the Owen Magnetic cars, during- the past 
week sent a party of motorists up to the 
dam and lake in one of their Auburn 
touring cars for the purpose of gathering 
such Information 
concerning-, the com- 


tlnfid project as would be of general In- 
T^R-est to motorists. 


It was this Auburn party which re- 


ports the roads leading to the dam and 
lake from both Sunol and Milpitas, and 
the road fringing the lake, available- 
for touring purposes. 
To reach "Cala- 


-<^Fas dam and lake from Oakland the 
rltite is toy way of the Foothill boule- 
vard. Hayward, 
Niles 
Canyon, Sunol, 


Scotts corners, thence turning to the 
right, following the latter road for a 
distance of two city blocks, then turn- 
Ing to the left and following the main 
road from that point. 
The route from 


Milpitas is via the well-known Calaveras 
road from that town, which is a paved 
highway to the base of the foothills. 


IN HIGH GEAR. 


The Auburn motorists made the entire 


round trip in the high gear and at a 
speed varying from twenty-five to eight 
miles per hour. The grade of the road 
from the point where it begins its ascent 
of the hills which form the west side of 
Calaveras creek canyon is approximately 
six per cent. The turns are easy, safe 
and' in 
most instances 
are 
so con- 


Btnicted. that ono may see approaching- 
car? for cOn.c1d'srab1fl distances. 


Just as one passes over the summit of 


the grade from the Sunol approach one 
•will notice a road 
leading to the left- 


This leads to a promontory known aa 
observation point from which one may 
look down upon both the dam and the 
lake from an elevation of about 1300 feet. 


From the summit of the road down to 


the lake is but a short distance. At the 
present time motorists may not driver 
their machine up to the dam. 
A sign 


post Indicates where cars may be parked. 
from which point the dam Is within short 
walking distance for those who wish to 
Inspect it. 


"When completed the dam will be 1300 


feet in length across Its crest from one 
side of the canyon to. the other. Its top 
elevation will be SOO feet and its crest 
from one side of the canyon to the other. 
Its top elevation will be SOO feet and Ita 
crest width 25 feet. 
The drainage of 


water from the lake is controlled by a 
water 
tower 
of unique construction, 


thence carried through the dam by a 
culvert, the diameter of which is JO feet. 
The length of the 'culvert le 1300 feet. 
The water" tower constitutes one of the 
most Interesting features of tho Cala- 
veras project 
In height it is 230 feet 


abvve its foundation. Individually-con- 
trolled port holes, arranged spirally along 
the full length of the tower, furnish the 


means. by which the flow of the water 
from the lake and through the culvert is' 
controlled . 


DAM CONSTRUCTION. 


The construction 
of 
the 
dam, 
tho 


largest earth dam 'in the world, is being 
accomplished by what is known as the 
hydraulic-fill method. To date great cuts 
have been msde into the hills near tiie 
dam by hydraulicing, the material thus 
obtained beiri«r sluiced to the dam fill. 
1 "When the dam is completed—less than 
one year from 
the present time—there 


will be a road across its crest. 
On the 


east side of the dam this road will link 
up with the present Oa.k ridge road. 


At the present time the heaviest feed- 


Ing stream into Calaveras lake is Arroyo 
Honda, emptying--into the. lake on the 
east side. As the water of the lake rises 
the lower end of this stream is gradually 
becoming widened into an arm of the 
lake proper. "With the completion of the 
dam a nine thousand-foot tunnel will b3 
driven- through 
Oak Tiidjre, 
connecting 


Arroyo Honda and Alameda creek, north 
of Oak Ridge,' diverting the waters of 
this creek^ as well into the lake.' 


"While the Calaveras dam is located in 


Alameda county, the. lake will be almost 
wholly in Santa'Clara county. When the 
Calaveras project 
was first begun ar- 


rtuigements were made "for the replac- 
ment of all submerged "roads. To date 
some seven miles of road have been sub- 
merged, tout nearly fourteen miles of 
new roads will have besn built in their 
jjirf.ee. 
oaiiia v^iai'a county mus ueciareu 


Its intention of linking up all of these 
roads so as to build a scenic highway all 
around the lake. When this is done the 
completed highway v.'ill b.e about eigh- 
teen miles. In length and . make one of 
the most scenic automobile drives on the 
east side of San Francisco bay. 


WIDE HIGHWAY. 


TThen that time arrives Calaveras, lake 


irill be fully three and one-half miles in 


length and fully one and one-half miles 
wide. The highway that will circle 'this 
new body of water will be of sufficient 
width to allow machines to pass one 
another at almost any point along the 
road, grades will average six per cent 
and the roads will be surfaced so as to 
make them almost dustless. 


Nearly all of this delightful touring

A King Eight engine used for shop 
instruction was first used. The gas was 
disconnected and the vacuum tank drain- 
ed and then filledtwith Nuoline. Principal 
H. C. Brokaw pushed the starter button 
and the engine started on the flrst turn. 
"To all appearances the new fuel did its 
i work porfprtlv. 
The emrlnn mn muoh 


smoother than with gasoline, and when j 
the petcocks -were opened the explosion 
was found to bo quite as, snappy as from 
gasoline, while the flame was blue, in- 
stead of reddish, showing a more perfect 
combustion.

mission on Pan-American affairs. It is to be coin-

is considering such a plan and an official announce- 
ment or "feeler" on the subject is expected shortly. 


• The reasons for proposing such a commission 
were commented on in these columns two months 
ago. 
Whether all the republics south of the Rio 


Grande river are drawn into the war, or whether 
tlie majority of the nations of Central and South 
America maintain a formal neutrality, the situa- 
tion is such as to require serious attention, with a 
view to creating a better feeling and a closer un- 
derstanding between the United States and the 
republics to the south. Surely Latin American 
nations would welcome such a commission, or any 
other medium which would have for its first object 
the safeguarding of the common interests of the 
Western Hemisphere.

T'bf rtolitiVnl nnrl dinlomntic Tirohlem of 
the South, /viewed as a whole, may be adequately 
approached by the, machinery of the government 
alreadv in existence—the State Department. But 


country was voluntarily placed at the service of 
the government. The banks acted promptly and 
with unanimity when the opportunity to be of 
service was offered. 


Cooperation of the banks in putting out the loan 


was given absolutely without compensation. And 
it was not given without some cost. The time and 
the labors of the employees of the banks were de- 
voted to loan subscriptions, to the prejudice of nor- 
mal business. The banks become reliable informa- 
tion bureaus as well as subscription agents and in 
this way performed a necessary task of the govern- 
ment that could not have been performed through 
any other channel within the allotted time, if at all. 


The "banks gain nothing through this work. On 


the other hand they will lose in individual savings! 
deposits, a large portion of these being transformed 
into government funds and held at the order of the 
federal disbursing agents. 


It is due to the banks of America to say that no 


element of the national life has shown a larger 
measure of unselfish patriotism than they have .ex- 
hibited in connection with the Liberty Loan. 


GERMANY'S REAL AIMS. 


That group of Socialists in Germany, which takes 


its cue from Philip Scheidemann and the news- 
paper^Yoricarts and which the Berlin government 
showed special consideration so long as there was 
any hope of inveigling Socialist leaders of enemy 
countries into a conference with Prussian agents 
at Stockholm, has found cause to protest against 
the action of their government in another matter. . 


This protest has been lodged with General Von 


Ludendorff of the, Prussian staff, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Von Stein, the Prussian war minister, and 
others in high official places who have permitted 
and facilitated the circulation among the troops, in 
hospitals, the schools and elsewhere of a Pan-Ger- 
man brochure entitled ''Germany's Position Under 
uuuu aiiu JLJUU reace." THIS pampnJet is an extra- 
ordinary outburst • of the expansionists and an- 
nexationists of Germany. Small wonder it is that 
Dr. Scheidemann and his colleagues, who are still

Foremost among the questions deserving imme- 


diate attention is that of food and other war sup- 
plies. Thoughtful attention must be given to what 
Latin America can do to help feed itself system- 
atically and assist in rationing the entente allies 
The capacity of some of the Latin American coun- 
tries to supply beef and muttoo, is only partly de- 
veloped. The quantity of wheat, Indian corn, rye, 
barley, coffee, sugar, chocolate, beans, spice, and 
other commodities that come to the United States 
from South America, depends, as a rule, on the 
extent of profits which individuals can make, a cir- 
cumstance in which tonnage figures conspicuously. 
'With the transportation problem in the hands of 
governmental agencies a Pan-American commission 
could see to it that an import trade with Central 
and South America was steadily developed. A 
plethora of certain products, due to increased ship- 
ments from South America, would mean a reduc- 
tion of prices in this country, which in turn would 
mean less cost to supply American armies.

Like two huge wrestlers, so evenly 


matched that neither can pin the 
other's shoulders to the fatal mat, the 
allied and the Central powers, locked 
in indecisive embrace, struggle on to 
a point where complete exhaustion 
would compel cessation. of hostilities 
without a decision were the resources 
of both sides today all that could ulti- 


Notwithstanding 
this 
-apparent 


present stalemate, the decision, how- 
e,ver, if only because all things finita I 
have limits, comes nearer and nearer, 
measured by tangible results, in gkins 
of terrain, in victories won, in defi- 
nited advantage attained; the end is 
apparently no nenrer than it has been 
for many months, but the coming 
of this end senses itself, as the late 
Murat Halstead .would have put it, 
" 'Tis in the air and in the sunshine," as 
it has been In the storm and in the 
shadow. 


Peace talk increases, and what will 


come after occupies larger and larger 
place in speculative thought. 


The Germanic allies have. crested 


their full strength, for they have no 
unknown resources from which to 
draw upon. Their utimate stake is on 
the hazard. The like is true as well 
of the allies as far as present re- 
sources are concerned, but present re- 
source is not the allies' ultimate stake, 
for the resources of the United States 
and Japan are still intact and one will 
be and the other can be drawn upon. 


Beyond tho moral certainty that a 


decisive ending to the war will be fol- 
lowed by an alteration of the maps of 
the world that will relegate all pres- 
ent atlases and geographies to the 
scrap-heap, of what these changes 
will consist and h6w be Drought aboul 
Is in large part a m?.tter of guesswork. 


The interest of the United States in 


these coming territorial changes in 
Europe will be very great, but those 
that may follow the war in the Orient 
may leave us breathless. 


Following the battle of Manila Bay 


an 
American

\\iencheu the Philippine islands from 
Spain, created an obligation on our 
part towards their polygot inhabit- 
ants, and started an endless amount 
of future trouble bv catapulting us 
into tho center of Oriental affairs, 
in which we have not a natural in- 
terest, 
either 
ethnologically 
or 


geographically. 
*• 


"We have as much use for the Phil- 


ippines as London has for a Zeppelin 
or a Serb for a Bulgar, but when we 
wished them on ourselves we took up 
the "white man's" burden, as far as 
they were concerned, and if we would 
live In honor and do our duty to the 
thirteen or more million souls whoso 
destiny we voluntarily mired up with 
our own, we will see the relationship 
through to that far distant day when 
the Filipinos become at last capable 
f>f seK-s-ivernmpnt t« the "xtont that' 
we can honorably leave them to pad- 
dle their own canoe in comparative 
safety. 


For the present argument th<^ Phil- 


ippines are ours *or keeps, and be- 
cause of them our interest in Asiatic 


affairs is large, direct and may pos- 
sibly become acute. Wefbave lessened 
neither the interest nor the obliga- 
tion by the policy of "the Chinese 
open door." 


Both the United States and Japan 


are committed to the 
side of the 


allies, the one actively and. the other 
pasiively.

power are the allies to draw upon, 
Vint Vt^fnilco Af Iftplr rvf t-^-T^nirv"- tt^oT 
will not be available possibly for a 
year to come. 
Japan, on the other 


hand, has a, highly trained and ef- 
ficient force of ,a million i nd a half 
men ready and waiting to be drawn 
upon—but at a price. 


If the -war can be brought to a 


decision by the allies with or without 
the man-power aid of this country, 
well and good, but if it cannot be, and 
only by calling 
in 
Japan's 
man 


power can the cause of the allies be 
saved, then Japan will be called m, 
no matter what the price the allies 
must pay. 


In this event Japan would control 


the territorial 
readjustment 
of the 


Orient. It is a natural as well as the 
racial ambition of Japan to be the 
leaven in the Asiatic loaf; to dominate 
and direct the destiny of the 
Far 


East. A mighty cup of ambition this 
that overflows with wondrous and 
world-wide possibilities. 


The relation of the Japanese archi- 


pelago to the coast of _\sia on the 
north is almost identical with that oE 
the Philippines on the south. 
Given 


the J. vo archipelagoes were both con- 
trolled 
by a 
power 
of 
sufficient 


strengtu, they would together domV 
nate and control Asia. Japan is such 
a power, tut the United States owns 
the Philippines 


It has been suggested that failing 


the Philippines, a foothold in French 
Cochin or Indo-China would serve 
Japan's ambition. 


From out the -wholesale Oriental 


land-grabbing that Europe indulged 
in a century or so since, England, 
thanks to Clive and TVarren Hastings, 
emerged with India shackled to the 
future British empire, while Franco 
had to content herself with French 
Indo-Chiua- 


French Indo-China, the southeast 


tip of Asia, faces the .Philippines 
across the south China sea. It bor- 
rers on China proper for more than 
SOO miles. 
It has been hinted that 


an Interest 
in the 
lands of this 


French province was Japan's de- 
manded price for direct participation 
in tho European war. 
It might well 


be, for Jt would almost as -well s^rve 
Japan's ambition as would the Philip- 
pines, and, spurred by necessity, it 
may come to pass that France will see 
her way clear to pay this price, es- 
pecially if when in so doing she is 
compensated in other directions. 


Germany, in 1871, came to her em- 


pire in a world in large part colonially 
occupied. 


The blank wall of 
the Monroe 


doctrine had lonfe since cut Europe 
off from colonization on the Western 
Hemisphere, and, save for Africa, the 
rest of the world had been pretty 
thoroughly and enthusiastically ex- 
ploited. 


Germany is nothing if not thor- 


ough and so well did she do with what 
was left that by August, 1914, she 
was possessed of and had presumably 
carried "kultur" into Togoland, the 
Cameroons, or TCameruns (as they are 
variously 
spelled), 
German 
East 


Africa and German Southwest Africa, 
on the continent of Africa. 
An ag- 


gregate territory 
of 930,000 square 


15,000,000. 


Among- the islands of the Pacific 


Germany gained control of 
&G:160 


square miles and 357, SOO Inhabitants, 
and rounded out her colonial empire 
with the cpncession of Kiaochau, in 
China, consisting of 200 square miles 
and 16S,000"population. 


Practically 
all of these colonial 


holdings are today lost to Germany 
and it now seems taken for granted 
that those in Africa will be ultimately 
divided between England, France and 
Italy. 


In the event of allied victory Italy 


will find further compensation in th* 
so-called "Italia Irredenta," now a 
part of Austria, and Frarlce in the 
restoration 
of her 
lost 
provinces, 


Alsace and Lorraine. 


It necessity compels the entrance 


of .Japan. Prance would doubtless 
prove amenable and grant the Island 


j Empire the coveted foothold in French 
; Indo-China, 
especially if 
she 
was 


compensated for this loss from the 
former Germanic islands in the Pa- 
cific which Japan at present in large 
part controls. 


The demand of necessity, however, 


raises the prices that nations must 
pay, as it does those for the in-

AFIELD, June 16.—1 have just been given 
the details of a battle between fne Brit- 
ish warplanes on the one Fide anil twenrv- 
nlne German ones on the other, fought 
at an altitude of slightly over two miles. 


"While on an offensive patrol five Eng- 


lish planes engaged two German Alba- 
tross two-seaters. Immediately the Ger- 


tions of n!re machines each, making the 
odds twenty-nine to five against the 
British. 


The enemy attacked from three sides 


at once, but not a single Britisher ran 
away even after his formation had been 
completely broken up by the vastly su- 
perior numbers. Instead, remaining as 
close together as possible, they accepted 
battle at a height of 11,000 feet, with the 
clouds drifting a. mile below them. 


NO NAMES. 


As I am not allowed to use names, 


numbers will indicate the officers Instead. 
Captain One and Captain Two, in one 
English plane, shot one German machine, 
and: &a it fell, its wings were seen to 
break off and drop away separately. 


Second Lieutenants Three and Four, in 


another plane, drove a second enemy ma- 
cnlne down into the clouds out of control, 
while Lieutenant Five and Air Mechanic 
Six attacked a third German warplane 
T*hich was last seen in a spinning nose 
dive.

wards the ground with several German 
Planes hot alter him. Lieutenant Five 
dived to his assistance, attacking one 
of the enemy machines on the tail of ours 
and sending it down in a nose dive. Lieu- 
tenant Three's engine picked up and he 
rose again to the fighting. 


MACHINE ON FIRE. 


The fight had now been going on for a 


quarter of an hdbr. Captains One and 
Two set a German machine on fire and 
then dived at and destroyed a hostile 
machine that was following closely one 
of the British ones which was tempo- 
rarily going down out of control. Mean- 
time Lieutenants Seven and Eight sent 
a German battle plane crashing, while 
Lieutenant Five's machine charged and 
set on fire still another. As this aero- 
plane streaked downward, flaming like a 
hurtling" torch as it fell through the . 
clouds. Lieutenant Nine and Air Me-' 
chanlc Ten, after" a long fight for post- I 
tion, grot their machine guns on and sent 
toppling- the last of the German machines 
to bs accounted for in this fight 


After having thrown nine German war- 


planes out of the sky, the five British 
machines, their ammunition exhausted- 
got away home -with a single casualty.

T>ubllo out of the British Empire. He told 
300 members of Parliament this at a din- 
teer In his honor the other night in the 
Saouse of Lords. 
"Tou cannot." he said, "make a re- 
public of the British commonwealth of 
Nations because you would have to elect 
la. president, not 
only here in these 
Islands, but all over the British Empire, 
>in India, and in the dominions, a presi- 
dent who would b« representative of all 
These peoples; and here 1 «ay you would 
Tie facing an absolutely insoluble prob- 
lem." 
At this gathering General Smuts broke 
,bread beside Lord French, who led the 
Ttj-ituvi foi-rea pcfdntt Vi!m in tTie Boer 
War. 
During his speech he gave a little 
hitherto unrecorded history of his strug- 
gle with the forces of the British General. 
"On one occasion," said the general, "I 
was surrounded by Lord French's forces 
and was practically faced with disaster. 
There was nothing left to me- but the 
most diligent scouting to find a way out. 
I did some scouting myself with a. small 
party In a. place called 'Murderer's Gap,' 
and was the only man to come out alive.. 
Two days afterward T broke through and 
came to a railway. A train approached, 
and it was suggested that it should be 
stopped, but T gave command to let it 
pass. The train passed. Later I learned 
that the only freight it carried was Lord 
iV-ench.", 


Reverting to the question of govern- 
ment of the British Empire, 
General 
Smuts said he preferred to call the Brit- 
ish isles and their possessions "a British 
commonwealth of nations rather than an 
Empire." The speaker said that he be- 
lieved the f jture British government was 
an entirely new probler". 
"I do not think," he said, "that the 
system of tho United States of America 
would vork because we do not want to 
standardize the nations of the empire. 
There Is only one solution, and that is 
supplied by our past traditions, traditions 
of freedom", of self-government and of tho 
fullest development. 
"There are two important factors that 
we rr.ust rely upon for the, future. The 
ifirst is our hereditary kingship. I have 
seen some speculation recently 
In the 
newspapers about the position of klng- 
sliip in this country, speculations by peo- 
ple who, I am sure, have not thought of 
a wider issue at stake. 


"The theory of the constitution Is that 
the King Is not your King- but the King 
.of all of us. ruling over every part of the 
Empire; end if his place should be taken 
T>y anybody else then that somebody else 
wfl lhave to be elected under a process 
which will pass the wit of man to de- 
•vise. 


"We have a kingship here which la 
really not very different from an heredi- 
tary republic- I should not be surprised 
'if the time came when our royal princes. 
Instead of getting their consorts from 
princelings in Europe, will seek their 
•consorts in the outlying portions of the 
Empire."

LONDON, June 16. — London ia now 


having- a series of rag days. Wagons 
decked with TJnion Jacks are parading 
each district, or borough to search of 
rags. Leading the horse that draws the 
wagcn Is the man attired In white, look- 
Ing much like the 
"white-wings" 
or 
street-cleanera of American cities, who 
shakes a bell and entreats people to bring 
out their rags. The rags are wanted to

cotton raw material for army clothing, 
blankets, etc. 


Everyone of the twenty-eight boroughs 
in the metropolitan area Is to be- can- 
vaspcd before the summer Is over. This 
means that the search for rags will bo 
carried on in every nook and comer of 
ihe 700 squaro milei which comprises 
Greater London and that it is planned to 
make personal visits to at least half of 
the 600.000 buildings in the metropolitan 
area. No one who has not been in, Lon- 
don long enough to realize what a great 
pile It Is can form an adequate concep- 
tion of what a vast task Jays before these 
new-found rag pickers. 


To meet this competition, the private 
rag-picker has a new line of barter that 
is quite unique; he now offers one or 
two pounds of potatoes for about eight 
pounds of rags. 


The housekeeper, who perhaps has not 
seen a potato for weeks, eagerly accepts 
tEis offer, forgetting that the market 
value of the Dofatoes Is but seven cents 
a. pound, while her rags are worth about 
25 cents a pound at present prices. 


The rags and clothes collected by the 


official rag-pickers 
are all torn Into 
shreds, sterilized, and redressed before 
use. They will be welcome by the army 
authorities who are very short of raw 
materials for the manufacture of khaki 
and army blankets.

COULD AID RELIEF 


TOKTO, June 16.—Marquia Okuma has 


called attention to what he terms the 
comparative inactivity of the Japanese 
Red Cross in the present war. He says 
It could do a great deal more by offer- 
Ing ita services in the belligerent coun- 
tries. 


The Japanese Red Cross is supposed to 


be the wealthiest and strongest organiza- 
tion of its kind in the world. Its mem- 
bership roll Is about 2,000,000. 
In 1913 


it possessed twelve hospitals and a medi- 
cal corps of 37S5 physicians, pharmacists 
and nurses. Its capital fund amounted to 
812,000,000 and us real property was val- 
ued at much more. The receipts of the 
society are far in excess of the erpendi- 
ture. In the early period of the war re- 
lief corps were despatched to England, 
France and Russia, but they have since 
returned to Japan. The society has done 
considerable work in the supplying of 
bandages and other medical necessities to 
the entente powers.

American children have never 


received adequate care, even In peace. 
In New York City public health officers 
tell us that 15 per cent of the school 
children are constantly hungry— in peace. 
In all our great cities JfitUe boys and 
even girls work in street trades that ex- 
pose them to physical and .moral dangers 
utterly alien to our conservation profes- 
sions. The census of 1910 showed that 
on our farms some 800,000 children be- 
*ween 11 and 13 worked as hired hands 
for others than their parents, losing 
thereby their chance at education and 
adding materially to our great army of 
over 5,000,000 illiterates.
